Australian National Soccer Team 


The Australian Soccer Federation was re-formed in 1963 following the 
disbandment of the Old Association which had been controlling the 
game for approximately 50 years in Australia. 

Up to this point of time an Australian National Team had never competed 
in the Jules Rimet Cup, and one of the prime objects of the new ad- 
ministration was to ensure that Australia competed in the future FIFA 
events and became recognised throughout the World as a soccer nation, 
In 1965 the Australian team competed in the qualifying matches 
of the World Cup, losing to the very strong North Korean team 6: 1 
and 3: 1 in matches played in Phnom-Penh. The Korean team was out- 
standing and proved highly successful in the World Cup Finals which 
were played in England in 1966, 

The Australian team and officials were not daunted by the defeats 
inflicted by North Korea and immediately. preparation continued with 
a view to participating in the World Cup elimination matches which 
would be played in 1969. The Australian team embarked on a very 
successful tour of Asia in 1967 during which the team was undefeated, 
and the nucleus of the 1969 World Cup team was created. 

The Australian team performed very well during 1969 to reach the 
very final stages of the elimination matches having defeated Japan, South 
Korea and Rhodesia along the way before finally falling to the very 
strong Israel team by the odd goal. 

Following the 1969 campaign, the Federation realised that considerable 
finance was required to adequately prepare a National Soccer Team, 
Steps were immediately taken to obtain finance from major national 
sponsors, and accordingly, when Australia played World Cup elimination 
matches in 1973 the campaign was backed by sponsorship money in 
excess of $A100,000, 

The effect of this financial support and careful planning and prep- 
aration resulted in the Australain team reaching the Finals of the 1974 
World Cup defeating New Zealand, Indonesia, Iraq, Iran and South 
Korea in the elimination matches, 

It was generally felt that Australia competed admirably in Final 
Competition in West Germany, losing 2 ; 0 to East Germany; 3 : 0 
to West Germany; and drawing 0 : 0 against Chile. 

The purpose of the current World Tour is to follow up the extensive 
series of preparation matches which have already been played in Australia 
by the new World Cup squad in order to prepare the Australian National 
Team adequately for the first round of elimination matches to be 


played against New Zealand and the Republic of China in March, 1977.
